happened to Leah Minerva? 


That question concerning a four- 


year-old child who dropped from 
sight eight days ago was on the lips 
of all Sharon today. 


For the eighth day, it remained 


unanswered. 


Still facing a blank wall of mys- 


tery which has failed to show any 
fault into which police might drive 
a wedge, authorities turned their at- 
tention to relatives of the family in 
their efforts to find a clue that 
would "break" the case. None ques- 
tioned thus far have been able to 
give any valuable information, chief 
of police Charles Steger said. 


George Dilley, father of the girl, 


gave up his fruitless search of the 
Shenango river which he began as 
soon as he arrived here after his 
release Friday from Allegheny coun- 
ty workhouse, Dilley explained he 
had given up the theory that the 
child had drowned. He told police: 


"The water is so low that I could 


have seen her if she was in it." 


Another blow at the drowning 


theory was delivered when Mrs. Dil- 
ley told of her daughter's fears of 
water. 


"My baby is not in the water. 


Leah was always afraid of water. 
She cried even when I gave her a 
bath," she.said. 


Seeking to build up a kidnaping 


theory was futile, Steger explained,

BUSINESS, WINNING OR LOSING? 


In order to attract business, business people have to give an Im- 


pression that they are winners. If they act as If they were losers, people 
dislike to patronize them, and they are likely to lose still more. . 


People judge whether a business is a winner or a loser, in part by 


the exterior appearance of the building in which it is located. A man 
may be an excellent business person, a hustler, and determined to please 
the public. But If he is located in a building that looks shabby or run 
down, people get an unfavorable impression. 


But if that building could be Improved, painted if it needs it, or 


otherwise made to look clean and up-to-date, it will be a suggestion that 
that business is doing well, and is able to please and satisfy the people, 
and that impression will draw in trade. 


REAL ACHIEVEMENT 


Miss Laura Ingalls, famous woman aviator, spent the weeks from 


February 28 to April 25 making some interesting records. In that time 
she made the longest sold flight ever made by a woman, when she flew 
through Central and South America. She is the first woman to pilot a 
plane across the Andes. 


These are achievements worthy of pride. Yet, In a recent public 


. address, Miss Ingalls boasted of something quite different. 
: 
"I am," she said, "the first woman ever to have traveled 17,000 


miles and not lost a thing. When I landed back in New York, not a 
gauntlet or^purse, not a pair of goggles, was missing." 


II that isn't an all-time record, women travelers have been maligned 


all these years. 


WILL THEY SUCCEED ? 


A series of experiments in which the entire world will have an 


eager interest is under way in Colorado. 


Into the bloodstream of two life convicts in the Colorado peniten- 


tiary were Injected" living tuberculosis bacilli. Previously Dr. J. H. Cor- 
per, of the National Jewish hospital In Denver, had inoculated the pris- 
oners with a serum which he believes may prove to be a preventive ol 
tuberculosis. Gradual injections of bacteria will continue the two sub- 
jects have become fully exposed to the disease. 


Should they fail to contract the malady, their immunity will be 


regarded as evidence of the efficacy of the seriurn. II they develop the 
disease, presumably the state will provide treatment for them in an ef- 
fort to cure them. 


Their reward for volunteering to act as subjects in the experiments 


will be executive clemency. 


Many reported preventives and even cures of tuberculosis have 


had their appearance in the past only to be discredited. The Corper 
serum had been used in experiments on lower animals with promising re- 
sults. Dr. Corper stands high in his profession. True to the traditions 
and ethics of the latter, he refused to make any claims for his serum 
that could not be substantiated. He took the position that its value 
could not be known until it had been tried out on human beings and 
the results noted. 


The world will hope the experiments are successful, from the stand- 


point of proving the serum to be efficacious. 
At the same time, expe- 


rience teaches it would be unwise to place too much confidence in such 
a hope. 


MORE FLYERS NEEDED 


Where and how will the navy get enough flyers to man the planes 


provided for the program to give the United States a treaty-strength 
navy by 1942? 


This question, it is revealed in a recent order issued by the de- 


partment, is beginning to cause authorities some concern. That a short- 
age already exists is shown by the order, which reduces by two the num- 
ber of pilots assigned to battleships and cruisers. Under the new sys- 
ter, untrained officer observers selected from the line personnel of the 
snips will replace pilots. These will be expected to perform all the duties 
of aviation except actual piloting of the planes. 


The order was made necessary by the need ol pilots for the planes 


of the new airplane carrier, Ranger, soon to be placed in commission. 
Navy flyers at present are obtained from volunteers from the line per- 
sonnel of the navy who are able to meet the rigorous physical require- 
ments and stand the training courses at the Fcnsacola training station. 
The average number of new flyers obtained annually over the last 12 
years has been about 63. In order to meet the naval expansion program 
an increase of 1,078 pilots over the next seven years will be required, 
•which will be about an average of 154 a year: 


A new system of selection, such as appointments from civilian life, 


or compulsory rather than voluntary assignment to aviation duty, may 
become necessary. This, fleet officers hold, would be preferable to low- 
ering the present aviation standards. 


In view of the popular interest in aviation, the situation seems 


unusual and disappointing. Should the department throw open aviation 
to -volunteers from civilian life, it appears likely the shortage would be 
overcome.

MORE FLYERS NEEDED 


Where and how 'will the navy get enough flyers to man the planes 


provided for the program to give the United States a treaty-strength 
nnvy by 1942? 


This question, it is revealed in a recent order issued by the de- 


partment, is beginning to cause authorities some concern. That n short- 
age already exists is shown by the order, which reduces by two the num- 
ber of pilots assigned to battleships and cruisers. Under the new sys- 
ter, untrained officer observers selected from the line personnel of the 
ships will replace pilots. These will be expected to perform all the duties 
of aviation except actual piloting of the planes. 


The order was made necessary by the need of pilots for the planes 


of the new airplane carrier, Ranger, soon to be placed in commission. 
Navy flyers at present are obtained from volunteers from the line per- 
sonnel of the navy who are able to meet the rigorous physical require- 
ments and stand the training courses at the Pensacola training station. 
The average number of new flyers obtained annually over the last 12 
years has been about 63. In order to meet the naval expansion program 
an increase of 1,078 pilots over the next seven years will be required, 
which will be about an average of 154 a year. 


A new system of selection, such as appointments from civilian life, 


or compulsory rather than voluntary assignment to aviation duty, may 
become necessary. This, fleet officers hold, would be preferable to low- 
ering the present aviation standards. 


In view of the popular interest in aviation, the situation seer.is 


unusual and disappointing. Should the department throw open aviation 
to volunteers from civilian life, it appears likely the shortage would be 
overcome.

ANOTHER LETTER FROM 


COWDEN 


Editor News: 
June 7, 1934. 


I noticed in Tuesday's issue of The 


News that another meeting was helc 
at the court house to take some ac- 
tion about the building of a new 
court house. This time court room 
No. 2 was not crowded. The same 
old story about giving work to the 
unemployed about New Castle. 


We can all remember the story 
that was told over and over again 
when the .new postoffice building 
was going to be built and how it 
would be a great boom to the unem- 
ployed about New Castle. We ex- 
pected to see great crowds of labor- 
ing men singing down the streets 
singing 'everything is lovely and the 
goose hangs high. Well, what was 
the result? About a dozen men got 
a few days' work. About all of the 
men at work were not residents ol 
the county. The contractor brought 
men from distant places to work in- 
stead of hiring Lawrence county 
men. 


The same thing will .be repeated il 


we go on with a new court house. II 
•would be a very conservative esti- 
mate to say that about 25 men in all 
of Lawrence county will get an 
hour's work on the new building 
from start to finish. The contract 
will be let to someone who lives per- 
haps 200 miles away from New Cas- 
tle and he will bring the mass of 
workmen with him and it is quite 
likely that more than one-half of 
the material that will go into the 
building, will come from outside of 
the county. 


Now in view ol all these facts, wh> 


would any one want the building oi 
a court house at the present time? 
If a vote had been taken at the 
primary, it would have been voted 
down by a big margin. 
And if a 


vote was taken of the taxpayers 
alone, and not of the floaters and 
dead beats, it would ,be voted down 
ten to one. When I say the taxpay- 
ers, I mean the ones that are pay- 
ing their tax if they have to borrow 
all of the money, and not the men 
who have not paid 55 tax in the 
last five years and don't expect to 
pay that much in the next five years 
but who are devoting much of their 
time to boosting the new courthouse 


There were farmers'in the county 


who were out of debt a few years ago 
and had money in the bank and who 
today are in debt and have to bor- 
row money to pay taxes and it Is not 


I because 
they 
don't 
work 
hard 


enough; some of them work from 5 
in the morning to 8 in the night; 
and it is not because they don't 
manage their business, some of them 
are the best business men in the 
county. It is simply because the 
selling price 
of everything they 


raise is low and the price of all they 
have to buy is so high that they 
can't make the grade. 


Last, but not least, the high taxes 


contribute much to the distress of 
the farmer. If the court house is 
built now, the names of a lot of 
farmers will be added to the list of 
those on the relief. Now -in view of 
all the facts which are well known 
to everyone as well as the Lawrence 
county commissioners and John P. 
Lockhart, it would seem to the 
writer as i! it was the plain duty of 
every good citizen whether in an ofr 
ficial capacity or not, to labor to 
lighten the burden of taxation and 
not to increase it. 


Now in closing, let me say that 


if some of the New Castle preach- 
ers ivould give more attention. to 
the wort: of preaching Christ, and 
less attention to 'devising means to 
bankrupt the county, it would be 
vastly better for the city of New Cas- 
tle from a spiritual and moral stand- 
point as well as from an economic 
standpoint. 


We have handled the court house 


boosters with gloves so far, but it 
is time now to take the gloves off 
and. it is time to commence calling 
things by their right name.

would any one want the building of 
a court house at the present time? 
If a vote had been taken at the 
primary, it would have been voted 
down by a big margin.

There were farmers in the county 


who were out of debt a few years .ago 
and had money in the bank and who 
today are in debt and have to bor- 
row money to pay taxes and it is not 
because 
they 
don't 
work 
hard 


enough; some of the-m work from 5 
in the morning to (i in the night;' 
and it is not because they don't 
manage their business, some of them 
are the best business men in the 
county. 
It is simply because zhe 


selling price of everything they 
raise is low and the price of all they 
have to buy is so high that they i 
can't make the grade. 


Last, but not least, ths high taxes 


contribute much to the distress of 
the farmer. If the court house is 
built now, the names of a lot of 
farmers will be added to the list of 
those on the relief. Mow in view of 
all the facts which are well known 
to everyone as well as the Lawrence 
county commissioners and John P. 
Lockhart, it would seem to the 
writer as if it was the plain duty of 
every good citizen whether in an of- 
ficial capacity or not, to labor to 
lighten the burden of taxation and 
not to increase it. 


Now in closing, let me say that

One Thousand Persons Are In- 


terviewed For Data 


(International Newg Service) 


NEW YORK—Headache is the 


most common of human irritations, 
according to a preliminary report on 
a survey of ills and remedies con- 
ducted by Professor Dale Houghton 
of New York university. 
| 


Professor Houghton and his stu- 


dents of advertising interviewed ap- 
proximately 1,000 persons in various 
wolks of life to determine the com- 


mon types ol Irritations; th» brands 
of remedies associated with each ir- 
ritation; what brands -were thought 
of first and what brands were actu- 
ally purchased. 


The study of common irritations 


is expected to be continued over a 
period of years, Professor Houghton 
said. 


In some fields of irritations one or 


two brands of relief dominate. Pro- 
fessor Houghton said the survey re- 
vealed. While in others 30 or more 
brands were among those\ thought of 
first. 


The general classes interviewed 


and the first ten mental or physical 
irritations listed by them, according 
to the survey, follows: 


All males: headache, cuts or 


bruises, dirty teeth, dandrufl, sore 
throat, indigestion, couyh, offensive 


perspiration, head cold and consti- 
pation. 


AH females: headache, head colds, 


offensive perspiration, bad breath, 
sore throat, dirty teeth, indigestion, 
sleeplessness and constipation.

President in the White House. 


The President is asking $520,000,- 


000 for relief for farmers, drought 
victims. The farmer can no longer 
call himself forgotten. 


Our wheat crop is the lowest in 


forty years, prices are soaring for 
wheat and all grains. 


PRANCE KNOWS how to collect, 


' when she considers that money is 
- due. In Paris, a young American 
lady of the stage named Jenny Dqlly 
bought a diamond ring, according 
to the French government's, com- 
plaint, for $105,866, but did not pay 
the luxury tax that on such a ring 
amounts to $33,000. 
The French 


government says Miss Dolly declar- 
ed the ring was intended for export, 
and therefore tax free; but she did 
not export it. She is now fined the 
substantial sum of seven hundred 
and fifty-eight thousand dollars, 
more than seven times the cost of 


. the ring, more than ten times the j 
tax, not paid. 
This government might learn from 


France about collecting money. If 
we collected twenty times what Eu- 
rope should have paid us, and did 
not pay, we should be well off, at 
least for a little while. 


The MOST IMPORTANT public 


document since the Civil War, more 
important than any act of govern- 
ment in the big war, is the message 
that President Roosevelt sends to 
Congress, outlining plans of his 
administration. 
The government 


pledges itself to enable citizens to 
live "as Americans should live", to 
provide Jobs for those that want 
work, or. failing jobs, unemployment 
insurance, and to guarantee "the se- 
curity of the home."' 
In this powerful message, which 


the civilized world will read with 
amazement, the President declares 
that government is responsible lor 


"the security of the home, a liveli- 
hood, and social insurance." Ameri- 
cans had hitherto been taught that 
they must provide for themselves. 


Intelligent Americans should read 


each word of that message thought- 
fully, more than once. 


HOW COULD civilization develop 


what kind of human race would ap- 
pear under a system of government 
freeing human beings from worry, 
and guaranteeing them against want, 
as suggested In the President's nobly 
conceived message? 


We know ho.w the "civilization" of 
the ants, and some other insects has 
proceeded. There are among ants 
millions of workers, and a small 
group of parasites, taken acer of 
by workers, washed, carried about, 
bed'. The terrific energy, and great 
numbers of workers, enable them 
easily to provide what they need for 
themselves, and enough for the com- 
paratively small parasite class. 


OUR GOVERNMENT of human 


beings seems to be turning in the 
other direction. The plan would ap- 
pear to be A SMALL GROUP OF 
WORKERS 
WORKING 
WITH 


THEIR BRAINS, PLANNING, PRO- 
VIDING, AND A GIGANTIC MASS 
OF HUMAN PARASITES THAT 
MUST BE TAKENCARE OF, RE- 
GARDLESS OF THEIR INITIA- 
TIVE, ENERGY, 
SELF-DENIAL, 


SELF-CONTROL AND AMBITION. 


It is startling to read, a statement 


made in the House, of Representa- 
tives last Friday, by Congressman 
Tabor, ranking member of the Ap- 
propriations. Committee, that "the 
federal government is supporting 
twenty-one million persons, through 
relief and pay rolls." 


HOW MUCH FARTHER can that 


system extend, without the parasite 
class becoming top heavy, and wreck- 
ing the government machine? 


In addition to twenty-one millions, 


suppprtL.1 by the federal govern- 
ment, there are the other innumer- 
able and costly millions, supported 
by state, city, county and local gov-
